BUILDING VERY POORLY CONSTRUCTED

' _Prediutioun Were Made that it Would Fall
' Before the Roof Waa On.

OWNER OF THE STRUCTURE UNDER ARREST

Contractor Whe Duilt It Casnot Be Found
—Aslde From UBeing Weak In
Design the Work Was

Yoorly Done,

NEW YORK, Oct, 10.—At least seven lHyes
were sactificed toduy to the criminal negll-
genes of & bullder. A seven-story structure,
hardly yet completed, shaken by the wind,
oracked in half and fell In less time than It
takes to tell, crushing two families, with
boarders, who lived In the adjoining house,
and burylng them In the debris.

The disaster oecurred @t 3:20 o'clock this
morning. The building that eollapsed was
at 74 Monroe strect. It crashed through a
two-story bullding, No. 72, demolishing It
completely. Two families wih boarders
Ived in the smaller bullding and they were
all buried In the ruine,

8o far four have bien taken out dead and
thirteen (njured. Workmen are still digging
At the rulne.  8ix persons nre still missing,
Voices coming from bepeath the debris can
be heard.

DIBASTER WAS PREDICTED,

The building which fell had been in the
oourse of ercction for the past two months.
It was to have beoen oceupled when enm-
pleted ns a foundry. Hver since the foundi-
tlon was Iaid (here have been complaints on
overy side that the structure was weik s
filmsy, and many had expressed (he belief
that it would fall before the roof tould be
puat en, These were certainly pot far [rom
wrong, for the roof "had not been completed
ten hours when the crash cume It was at
4 o'clock yesterduy afternoon that the last
BAIL was placed In the roof and then thers
were great rejoloings, The workmen py¢
five or six flags up so that the bright stripes
would hang over the sireet, and two kegs
of beer were taken up to the top etory to
add to the general rejoleings,

To thls morning's disaster there seem to
have been (wo eye witnesses, and the story
they tell agrees in every particular,

Thomus Walsh s the watchman at
Hocker's stables In the rear of the house
which fell. It was just 3:90 o'clock when
the disaster ocourred, It was a wild night
The rain fell In torrents and the wind blew
R gule. The watchman says that there wis
A sort of mysterious half light in the alr,
which he can not describe. By It, through
the blackness of the night, he saw, as he
Was preparing to make his round of the
stable, the side wall of the big new bulld-
Ing and the slanting sheets of raln as they
beat down upon 1.

Il nevor forget Lhat sight," suys Walsh.
Even as he looked there came a change in
the appearance of the side of the wall 1t
stemed to take the form of a big black line
suddenly sppearing diagorally across It {rom
the top to bottom, Bofore Walsh could
reallze that the dark line was a crack In the
wall there wis a low rumbling sound and
the seven-story bullding crumbled Lofore his
eyes, For n moment Walsh stood amazed,
A oloud of dust went up, but the pelting
rain blotted It out before the watchman
oould recover himself enough to re-onter the
stable,

Walter J. Bryan of 77 Monroe stroel wau
roturning to his home. and he stood ot the
corner of Plke and Monroe strects, fifty
feel away, when the bullding fell. He saw
the big crack in-the wall, too, and saw the
‘bu:liilus lepple for an instant before M
fell.

“That bullding,” said this witness, “"was
more badly put up than any that was ever
put up by Buddensiek.' Buddenselk is the
man *hit went to the state's prison for
clghteen years for using sand In the bulld-
ing of houses (ustead of mortar.

The first body, that of Bertha Koones, wna
taken out Just after 4 o'clook.

Abrahams and his Lrother Maurice, who
were dug out of the rulns, told of their ex-
perience, Louis sald that he went to bed
Just a halt hour before the building tell,
He had just fallen asleep and suddenly the
craxh came. He fplt something strike him
and he falnted, When he regained con-
sclousncss hoe found himself pinloned to his

MANY LIVES KNOWN TO HAVE BEEN LOST

Vesels in the Harbors Drag Their Anuhull
and Are Driven Ashore,

LIFE-SAVING CREWS WERE KEPT BUSY

Many Lives Saved that Would Have Been
Lost but for Their Efforts,

BIG STEAMERS IN THE STORM'S PATH

Several From Southern and West Indian
Forts Which Must Face the Torrl-
ble Wind—-Much Damnge
Done on Shore,

ST. JONNS, N. I", Oct, 10.—~1n a terrible
gile at St Plerre last night Afly vessels wore
driven ashore and badly damaged. Ten te
twenty llves are reported to be lost. A fleol
of thirty-five veswels was compelled to leave
the Nehing banks.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10,—The storm whleh
broke upon this sectlon shortly after mids
night has done great damage on sea and
land. The trocks of the New Jorsey Southe
ern rallroad between Seabright and Flighiand
Bénch, N, J., have been covered with sand
washed up of them by the waves. The fshe
ing smnek  Loulse, was driven wshore at
Highland Beach, and I8 a total loss, Her
erew of ten men were taken off by the
lifesaving orew,

A stoamship apparently In  distross was
slehted goon after dayllght at auwchor some
illstance off Long Branch, While the ses
was running so hilgh, no effort was made to
vstablish communication betieen the steams
ship and the shore. At 10 n. m. the wind
shifted and (he storm  somewhst abated.
The eteamship dots not seem to be In uny
immediate danger.  In Seabright and vielnity
A number of bulldings were unroofod., Ag
Long Istand City the big tank belonging te
the Hast [tiver Gas company wae blown
down to within five feet of its foundation,
Tho police wires were all blown down, and
small boats all nlong the shore from Long
Islund to Iowers Heach were broken and
thrown upon the benoh. Telephone wires
were broken and twisted, and at North
Beach a number of bonts were  wretked,
The trolley wires of the Brooklvn ralle
road at North Beach were all broken, and
cars are nol now being run.

The ferry boat Harlem of the Ninety-
gecond stroet ferry wae disabled on enterlng
her slip al Long Island City,

The new engine house al the corner of
Stenway anld Flushing avenue, which had
reuchied the helght of one and  one-halp
storles, was blown down.

In Jersey Clly the damage s confined to
the telegraph, teleplions, trolley and electrie
lighting wires, In three Instances horses
wery kiiled by comlug in contact with liva
wires. Many shoade troes were uprooted. '

The storm  still continues, with n ¥
heavy sea on. An unusually high tide
washed the east end of Staten Island, doln
considerable damage to sgeverml amall craf
which lay expoxed at thelr unchorage, close
long shore. The wind blew in henvy squalls,
creating a very high, confused sca. The only
ateamers reaching quarantine this mornin
were the Manitoba from Rio de Janelro an
the Teutonie from Liverpool. There are
probably eeveral olher steamers of the in«
ward-bound fleet near port, but the wires
between New York and Sandy Hook have
been rendered useless for the {ime belng by
the gale, and no word of them can be received
until they reach quaraniine.
